Group says parental 
support was one key 
reason to keep policy 

New York 

After a confidential two-year review, 
the Boy Scouts of America on Tues- 
day emphatically reaffirmed its 
policy of excluding gays, anger- 
ing critics who hoped that relent- 
less protest campaigns might lead 
to change. 

The Scouts cited support from 
parents as a key reason for keeping 
the policy and expressed hope that 
the prolonged debate over it might 
now subside. Bitter reactions from 
gay-rights activists suggested that 
result was unlikely. 

The Scouts’ national spokesman, 
Deron Smith, said that an 11-mem- 
ber special committee, formed 
discreetly by top Scout leaders in 
2010, came to the conclusion that 
the exclusion policy “is absolutely 
the best policy” for the 112-year-old 
organization. 

Smith said the committee, com- 
prising professional Scout executives 
and adult volunteers, was unani-

mous in its conclusion — preserv- 
ing a long-standing policy that was 
upheld by the U.S. Supreme Court 
in 2000 and has remained contro- 
versial ever since. 

As a result of the committee’s 
decision, the Scouts’ national exec- 
utive board will take no further 
action on a resolution submitted at 
its recent national conference ask- 
ing for reconsideration of the mem- 
bership policy.

The Scouts’ chief executive. Bob 
Mazzuca, said most Scout families 
support the policy, which applies to 
both adult leaders and Scouts. 

“The vast majority of the par- 
ents of youth we serve value their 
right to address issues of same- 
sex orientation within their family, 
with spiritual advisers and at the 
appropriate time and in the right 
setting,” Mazzuca said. “We fully 
understand that no single poli- 
cy will accommodate the many 
diverse views among our mem- 
bership or society.” 

The president of the largest U.S. 
gay-rights group, the Human Rights 
Campaign, depicted the Scouts’ 
decision as “a missed opportunity 
of colossal proportions.” 

“With the country moving 
toward inclusion, the leaders of the 
Boy Scouts of America have instead 
sent a message to young people that 
only some of them are valued,” Chad 
Griffin said. 

The Boy Scouts’ policy stands in 
contrast to inclusive membership 
policies adopted by several other 
major youth organizations, includ- 
ing the Girl Scouts of the USA and

“Another piece of good news 
today,” tweeted the expectant mom, 
announcing to her online follow- 
ers that she and her husband were 
awaiting a baby boy. 

But this wasn’t just any excited 
mom-to-be. This was 37-year-old 
Marissa Mayer, the new CEO of 
Yahoo — obviously a huge achieve- 
ment for anyone, but especially for 
a woman in the male-dominated 
tech industry. And she was about 
six months pregnant, to boot. 

Exciting news — especially for 
Mayer and her husband, of course 
— but did it mean something for the 
rest of us, too? Was it a watershed 
moment in the perennial debate over 
whether women can “have it all,” 
with the pendulum swinging hap- 
pily in the positive direction? 

While most online chatter about 
Mayer was full of praise for both 
her and Yahoo, sometimes saying 
“You CAN have it all!” there were 
those who said Mayer was per- 
haps not the best example to prove 
such a thesis. 

One of them was Anne-Marie 
Slaughter, whose online lament 
last month on the Atlantic’s web- 
site — “Why Women Still Can’t 
Have it All” — unleashed a furi- 
ous debate, showing that while the 
question might be a perennial one.

The acting chief of the General Ser- 
vices Administration was sched- 
uled to announce Tuesday that he 
is canceling almost all bonuses 
for executives this year and freez- 
ing hiring after a spending scan- 
dal that prompted a major shake- 
up at the agency. 

“We are examining all aspects 
of GSA’s enterprise including the 
agency’s long-term hiring needs 
and compensation process ” act- 
ing Administrator Dan Tangher- 
lini said in a statement to be sent 
to 12,600 employees. GSA gave out 
$660,000 in executive bonuses in 
fiscal 2011, officials said. 

The curbs on hiring and bonus- 
es are Tangherlini’s latest effort 
to reform the agency that manag- 
es federal real estate and oversees 
most government purchasing. Since 
he stepped in as administrator in 
April, he has brought in a new man- 
agement team and begun a review 
of the agency’s operations.

At Metro’s printing plant in 
Northeast Washington, Bello 
ensures a ready supply of Met- 
ro’s pocket guides, running the 
machines that print the pamphlets 
and then packing them for distri- 
bution to Metro’s 86 stations and 
1,500 buses. 

Even in the age of smartphones, 
the pamphlets remain a vital source 
of information for many Metro 
users, including the tourists who 
visit the nation’s capital. 



Aurelio Bello, 87, has been working for 
Metro since 1979, when he left Cuba. 


And for decades, Bello, who 
at 87 is almost certainly Metro’s 
oldest employee, has been instru- 
mental in ensuring that travelers 
have the information they need at 
their fingertips. 


The monotony of the job might 
have long ago driven off someone 
else. But not Bello, who fills his 
days with verse, singing songs 
and writing poetry. 

By 10 a.m., amid the occasion- 
al singing and writing, Bello has 
already packed a few thousand 
pocket guides. In his more than 30 
years at the printing plant, Bello 
has folded and packed at least 100 
million of them, co-worker Mike 
Schulz estimates. 

“At his age, he outworks every- 
body in the shop,” said Schulz, 53, 
who has worked with Bello for 
more than two decades. 

Before he came to the United 
States in 1979, Bello worked in a 
print shop in Havana. 

Last month, he and his wife 
visited their homeland. Its gov- 
ernment still gets him upset. 

At the shop, colleagues wel- 
comed Bello back from Cuba and 


were eager to hear about the trip. 

“Everyone tells me. Why don’t 
you retire, muchacho?’ ” he said. 
“I tell them I am not working for 
the money. I am working because 
I feel useful.”

Orange Claims No Foul in Audit 


Campaign finance 
office: probe of council 
member not complete 

Washington 

D.C. Council member Vincent 
Orange tried to distance himself 
from the investigations into District 
political campaigns by declaring in 
a televised interview Tuesday he 
has been cleared of any wrongdo- 
ing during his 2011 campaign. 

Appearing on NewsChannel 8, 
Orange said over the weekend he 
received a preliminary copy of an 
Office of Campaign Finance audit 
in his campaign. 


Orange said the preliminary 
audit, which he is refusing to release 
publicly, concludes his expenditures 
and receipts are balanced, except 
for $22.91. 

“There are no outstanding issues 
as far as I am concerned,” Orange 
said. “The case is closed ... and Tm 
moving on.” 

Orange appears to be refer- 
ring to the standard audit that the 
OCF routinely conducts following 
a campaign to make sure a candi- 
date properly accounts for all dona- 
tions and expenses. 

But Orange has also been bat- 
tered by questions about $26,000 
in contributions from entities and 
individuals with apparent ties to city 


Post Columnist William Raspberry Dies at 76

William Raspberry, a Pulitzer 
Prize-winning columnist for The 
Washington Post whose fierce- 
ly independent views illuminated 
conflicts concerning education, 
poverty, crime and race, and who 
was one of the first black journal- 
ists to gain a wide following in 
the mainstream press, died Tues- 
day at his home in Washington. 
He was 76. 

He had prostate cancer, said his 
wife, Sondra Raspberry. 

Raspberry wrote an opinion 
column for The Post for nearly 40 
years before retiring in 2005. More 
than 200 newspapers carried his 
syndicated columns, which were 
filtered through the prism of his 
experience growing up in the seg- 
regated South. 

“From the day Bill Raspber- 
ry wrote his first Post column, his 
advice was as wise and his voice 
as clear as anyone’s in Washing- 
ton,” Donald Graham, chairman 


of The Washington Post Co., said 
in an interview. “To the city. Bill’s 
columns brought 40 years of smart, 
independent judgment.” 

“He was viewed as a truth-tell- 


er,” Vernon Jordan Jr., a lawyer, 
civil rights advocate and political 
adviser, said in an interview. “I am 
sure that I disagreed with him on a 
number of things. He had a way of 


telling you to go to hell and making 
you look forward to the trip.” 

When Raspberry won the Pulit- 
zer for commentary in 1994, he 
was the second African-Amer- 
ican columnist to achieve the 
honor. Raspberry’s Pulitzer-win- 
ning columns covered a range of 
topics, from female genital muti- 
lation in Africa to urban violence, 
to musings on the legacies of civil 
rights leaders. 

After writing more than 5,000 
opinion columns. Raspberry said 
in a speech at the University of Vir- 
ginia in 2006 that he had learned 
two important lessons. 

The first, he said, “is that in 
virtually every public controver- 
sy, most thoughtful people secret- 
ly believe both sides.” 

“The second, which has kept my 
confidence from turning into arro- 
gance, is that it is entirely possible 
for you to disagree with me with- 
out being, on that account, either 
a scoundrel or a fool.” mattschudel

contractor Jeffrey E. Thompson and 
his former spokeswoman, Jeanne 
Clarke Harris, both at the center of 
the criminal probe of Mayor Vin- 
cent Gray’s 2010 campaign.

Even as athletes begin arriving 
in London for the 2012 Summer 
Games, Olympic organizers are 
coming under fire over bungled 
security staffing and other issues 
that have prompted the British 
media and opposition lawmakers 
to already declare the event a 
“fiasco.” 

On Tuesday, organizers said 
they would withdraw half a million 
tickets for soccer matches and 
reduce stadium sizes because of 
scant demand in farther-flung 
host cities, including Glasgow and 
Cardiff. A day earlier, American 
athletes and others were hauled 
around for hours on at least two 


No One Has GPS? 

Games chairman Sebastian Coe 
urged optimism Tuesday, despite 
a Twitter storm that erupted when 
U.S. hurdler Kerron Clementtookto 
the site to express frustration with 
what he said was a four-hour bus 
ride from Heathrow International 
Airport. Two buses carrying Olympic 
teams— one for Americans, another 
with Australians — took a wrong 
turn and spent hours Monday trying 
to reach the athletes’ village.

Road Rage 

Dedicated lanes for Olympic- 
related transport were reportedly 
confusing motorists and 
complicating what is already 
one of the world’s busiest rush 
hours. Many drivers appeared 
not to realize that most of the 
newly labeled lanes could still be 
used until next week. Hundreds 
of London cabbies ignited new 
traffic jams outside Parliament on 
Tuesday as they protested their 
exclusion from special road lanes 
set up across London for Olympic 
athletes and VIPs, (ap/twp)

The airport sailed through the 
heaviest passenger traffic with 
short immigration lines and plenty 
of help for Olympic travelers.

From the very start, London 
organizers have feared repeating 
the transit woes of the 1996 Atlanta 
Games, where bus drivers brought 
in from outside the city didn’t know 
their way around. 

“First day. First arrivals. It’s 
going to happen,” said Jayne Pearce, 
head of press operations. 

Thus far, though, it is the 
security shortfalls that have caused 
the biggest stir — not just because 
of their magnitude, but because 
of their disclosure so close to the 
Opening Ceremonies. 

However, the government has 
sought to reassure the public, 
national athletic delegations 
and the media that the military 
is well prepared to ensure that 
security requirements will be met.

Soon after three chiseled men in army 
boots and fatigues hop out of two vans 
in Hyde Park, women of various ages 
and sizes gather around. They’ve turned 
out, along with a smattering of men, 
for a 9 a.m. workout with British Mil- 
itary Fitness, a company that’s achiev- 
ing on a micro-scale what the British 
government has pledged to do since 
being chosen in 2005 to host the 2012 
Olympics. 

The London Games are the first to 
have promised to inspire “mass partic- 
ipation” in sports as part of the legacy 
the Olympics leave behind. That vow 
helped tip the scales when the Inter- 


national Olympic Committee awarded 
the Games to London over such con- 
tenders as Paris and Madrid. 

But government officials have found 
that in a culture consumed by men’s 
soccer, cricket and rugby, encouraging 
British women to get moving is espe- 
cially difficult. 

Just one in eight British women 
exercise regularly, compared to one 
in five men, according to Sport Eng- 
land, a government agency that invests 
money from Britain’s national lottery in 
grassroots initiatives aimed at adults. 
Among disadvantaged women, it’s one 
in 10. Researchers have documented 
some reasons, both practical and cul- 
tural, including the perception among 
many British women that “being active 
simply isn’t attractive.”

Generation gap 

According to the Women’s Sport and Fit- 
ness Foundation, Britain’s athletic gen- 
der gap starts in school, at some point 
after age 10, when cultural factors dis- 
suade girls from continuing in sport. 

Just more than half of girls recently 
surveyed by the University of Lough- 
borough’s Institute for Youth Sport 
said their experiences in gym class 
“put them off’ being active. 

Only one-fourth felt it was “cool” 
to play sports or be good at it. And 
30 percent said they didn’t like their 
gym outfits. 

“But it’s beginning to change 
among young people,” says Sue Tib- 
balls, chief executive of the Women’s 
Sport and Fitness Foundation, the 
nation’s leading advocacy group for 
women’s sports. “Quite a lot see foot- 
ball as a sport for girls and boys. Net- 
ball, too. If anything, there is a mis- 
match between how the young see 
sport and old.” 


Raising a profile 

Still, it’s Britain’s older generation that 
controls the purse strings and dictates 
media coverage of sports. With no legal 
compulsion for equitable treatment, tra- 
ditional sports for men rule the day. 

Women’s pro sports are virtually 
nonexistent. Despite the national pas- 
sion for soccer, a professional women’s 
league was launched only last year. 

At the college level, team sports are 
in a nascent phase. 

Women’s sports also get scant atten- 
tion in the British media, accounting 
for less than 5 percent of total sports 
coverage, according to the Women’s 
Sport and Fitness Foundation. 

“There’s no single quick fix,” says 
Danielle Sellwood, co-founder of Sport- 
sister, a British publication aimed at 
inspiring more girls and women to lead 
healthy, active lives. “The Olympics are 
having an effect, there is no doubt about 
it. But it is only one piece of the jigsaw.”

Wizards Give Blatche the Boot 



Team to pay forward 
$23M to leave after 
a rocky 7-year run 

The Wizards 

In a move that solidifies the Wiz- 
ards’ desires to separate from 
an embarrassing period in fran- 
chise history, the team designat- 
ed Andray Blatche as its amnesty 
player on Tuesday. 

The Wizards, in essence, gave 
Blatche the $23 million remaining 
on his contract to go away, ending a 
seven-year relationship that began 
when they drafted him 49th overall 
in 2005. Blatche is the last remnant 
of the Wizards’ playoff teams and 
he also was the only player remain- 
ing from the team when Gilbert 
Arenas brought guns in the lock- 
er room three seasons ago. 

“Andray did not figure into our 
future plans, and using the amnes- 


ty provision is a mutually beneficial 
opportunity for us to part ways,” 
President Ernie Grunfeld said in a 
statement. “We will be able to con- 
tinue to develop our core group of 
young players, blend in the solid 


veterans we have acquired and 
maintain financial flexibility while 
Andray will be able to get a fresh 
start with another team.” 

Blatche, 25, was considered one 
of the Wizards’ primary building 


blocks when they elected to trade 
away Antawn Jamison, Caron But- 
ler and Arenas nearly two years ago, 
and rewarded him in September 
2010 with a three-year extension 
that restructured his contract to be 
worth $35 million over five years. 
After averaging career highs of 16.8 
points and 8.3 rebounds in the first 
year of the deal, Blatche regressed 
considerably last season. 

The Wizards decided that the 
cost of cutting Blatche outweighed 
the distraction of his continued 
presence on a team that is obviously 
moving on. In the past four months, 
the team has traded for Nene and 
Emeka Okafor, and has drafted 
four forwards — Jan Vesely, Chris 
Singleton, Booker and Seraphin — 
in the past three years. 

Blatche has been one of the 
more prominent faces during the 
worst four-year run in franchise 
history, in which they went 88-224.

‘Breaking’ Laughs 

AMC’s “Breaking Bad” (Sun., 10 
p.nn.), about chemistry teacher-turned 
meth dealer Walter White, is easily 
the most tense and shocking show 
on television.

w The Mundane: Some of Odenkirk’s 
favorite funny moments come when 
Walt and his wife, Skyler, are at home 
“talking about stuff," he says. “It’s like 
playing house when the house is 
burning down." 

w The Realness: Although Walt finds 
himself in increasingly dangerous (and 
often absurd) situations, the show 
always remains grounded in reality. 
“It's really dark humor," Burr says, 
“and it comes from a real place."

More than 20,000 people gathered at 

Madison Square Garden last April to watch 
LCD Soundsystem say goodbye. The New 
York dance-punk band’s final, nearly four- 
hour-long show was a celebration of the 
group’s music, their friends and the fans who 
made it all possible. 


Then, it was over. LCD Soundsystem 
was no more. 

All that was left of the band 
James Murphy had devoted the 
past 10 years of his life to were 
memories and a storage room full of 
instruments. Murphy had made the 
decision to end the band, and he had 
no idea what he would do next. 

“The sobriety of the morning 
after playing the biggest show of 
your life [is] an interesting point 
to jump into that story,” says Dylan 
Southern, who co-directed “Shut Up 
and Play the Hits,” a documentary 
about the band’s final show. 

The film, which Southern 
directed with Will Lovelace, screens 
Wednesday at Landmark’s E Street 
Cinema, API Silver Theatre and 


Cultural Center and AMC Lowes 
Georgetown 14 as part of a one- 
night-only event. (E Street has extra, 
though already sold-out, screenings 
Thursday and July 26.) 

Southern and Lovelace, who had 
previously directed “No Distance 
Left to Run,” about Britpop band 
Blur, were drawn to this project 
because the story was so unusual. 

“This was a group of people still 
making great music for the fans,” 
Southern says, “and they just made 
a very calm decision to stop.” 

Focusing on the end of the band’s 
story rather than its entire career 
particularly appealed to Lovelace. 

“What interested us in making 
the film was that it was set over a very 
short period of time,” he says.

“In any other 
circumstance, I wouldn’t have been 
able to hold that camera and get the 
stuff I was getting for that amount 
of time, but the energy of it and 
the feeling of the event made that 
possible.”
